Sacramento, February 6,1889. 
The Senate met at 11 a. m., President pro ten . 
Stephen M. White in the chair. 
Roll call and a quorum present. 
Prayer by the Chaplain, Rev. A. C. Bane. 
MEMORIA!, SERVICES. 
Mr. Heacoek offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, providing that as the officers of the 
several Departments of State will be closed at 
12 m., and the flag lowered to half-mast out of 
respect to the memory of the late Governor 
Washington Bartlett, that the recess of the 
Senate be taken at that hour instead of 12:30 
p. M. 
Gouclier said that as invitations to the mem­ 
orial services had been issued, there was au 
impression abroad that it would be necessary to 
have tickets to secure admission to the Assem­ 
bly Chamber during the exercises, and asked if 
such was the c ase. 
Yell said that ‘ no tickets were required. It 
was a joint meeting of the two houses of the 
Legislature and was public. It was hoped that 
the public would attend, as all would De wel­ 
come. Invitations were simply issued to certein 
parties as a compliment to the family ot the late 
Governor.

Senate in a body. The Assembly Chamber had 
during the recess hour beefl prepared for the j 
joitit memo ia! session to be held in respect to ¡ 
the memory of the late Governor Washington ! 
Banlett. The balconies were heavily draped in ! 
black, and behind tbe Speaker’s desk, with the 1 
American flag fora background, hung the por­ 
trait of the deceased Governor, festooned with 
crape Long be'ore the hour set for assembling 
the floor of the A ssembly, galleries and lobbies 
were crowded with «people, many from San 
Francisco uiyl other p&ru of the State being 
present. 
At 2 o’clock the First Artillery Band, stationed 
iu the left galleiy, began a funeral march, at 
the conclusion ot which General Salomon ad­ 
dressed the Speaker, aud announced his Excel­ 
lency, tbe Governor, President pro tern, of-the 
Senate, the Senators and State officers who en­ 
tered, accompanied by their iadie". and were 
assigned seats to the right and left of the Speak­ 
er’s desk. 
President pro tem. White of the Senate called 
the meeting to oraer. Secretary Peckham called 
the roll of the Senators, and Chief Clerk Leake 
called the roll of the Assembly. 
Prayer wav offered by Rev. A. C. Bane, Chap­ 
lain ot the Senate. 
After the band had 
rendered 
the hymn 
“Nearer. My «.tod, to Thee," President White 
stepped forw ard, and w ith a few appropriate re­ 
marks introduced Colonel Jylin P. Irish, the 
orator of the occasion, who spoke as follows: 
ORATION OF COLONEL J. P. IRISH. 
We have met, in this dignified presence, to 
pay the official respect due from California to 
the memory of a Governor who died in office. 
This action is tbe fitting supt>lement to the 
many private and individual expressions of re­ 
gret and affection which followed the close, un­ 
timely, of his lari and largest public relation to 
the people of this commonwealth, and his 
translation from service in its Capital to the 
rewards of the just iu the Capital ot the Uni­ 
verse. 
’ 
I salute his constitutional snccessor with R 
seuse of civic pride, and the second in succes­ 
sion, the presiding officerof the higher chamber 
of this honorable Legislature, with fraternal 
regard. Aud I hail them both as witnesses to 
the resources aud immortality of our free in­ 
stitutions. which provide that sacred public 
trusts, for the maintenance of liberty, shall 
never fail for lack of a trustee. 
This ceremony would he ceremony oulv, sig­ 
nifying nothing, did we fail to recall and con­ 
sider aud take to heart, some of the rich les 
sous qf the life and the death that have deserved 
th-se formalities. 
In this Government it is ordered that human 
liberty dots not depend it; on the favor of men, 
for it has been anchored in the law. which is 
Immortal. But here, as in all the earth, human 
virtue, and the qua.ities of honor and fidelity, 
are ma ie to dcj>eud upon the g >od example of 
n u n who have heiu them a cove all things, 
priceless and better thau life. Teat these ele­ 
ments of character are to have i>erpetual suc­ 
cession in the world can be proved only in one 
way, aud this way is to be of record amongst 
the mass of evidence. That proof is, that the 
sensibilities of men are quietened, and their 
spirits are lifted in the presence of the upright 
man, or in the contemplation of his memory, 
aud from him they never w ithhold the final 
honors, which are not the due of station, but of 
chaiacter only. 
In our free society that man is great who al­ 
ways does his duty with clean hands. It may 
fail to him to command or be commanded iu 
battle; let him then be a whole man, or his 
country expects her sons to be heroes and not 
cowards: he may sit iu judgment in the trib­ 
unals which construe the law: then let him re­ 
member that his function isthe reflection of that 
given to Him w ho cometh to judge the quick and 
tbe dead, and be just. He ntay be a law maker 
—a high function—which is amongst men the 
counterpart of w hat nature has done iu t ie 
Immeasurable spaces ol the universe: let the 
law-maker beware that the veiy foundation of 
order, the source of statutes, shall be without 
guile 
It he be the executor ot the law, let 
him remember that what originates in puritv 
must lie administered in justice: and if he be 
the power that is higher thau these, the citizen, 
may he remember that a vestal ballot, unbought 
and unbribed, is the very scripture of liberty, 
inspireil by it and preservative of it. 
In those governments wh ch are unlike ours, 
greatness is often achieved by means tiiat 
would be repugnant to the American con­ 
science. A ruler expects that his stature in 
history will be measured by the truculence of 
his policy, by wars provoked and victories 
won by his arms, and unless his career is spec­ 
tacular and full of circumstances he is held to 
have added nothing to the glory of his couutrv 
or his dynasty. 
With us, greatness rests upon dutiful obedi­ 
ence to law. Tried at last by time, our public 
men must hope for nohie prominence in history 
only by exercising the uufailing self-restraint 
which associates their names with no breach ill 
the law of the land, beyond w hose verge and 
limit ambition has no virtue. 
In other lands the path of glory overpasses 
this frontier, and laws, and heads, and hearts 
are broken by ambition grown to be a vice by 
the absence oft restraint. 
The safety of a irce state is in its administra­ 
tion by men who refuse to accomplish wliat is 
merely expedient by Invasion of that which is 
right 
The latitudinarian who regards govern­ 
ment as a special Providence, benignly admin­ 
istering narcotic kindness to all human aches 
And pains and commissioned toaveit the penal­ 
ties of transgression, may pass, iu t is genera­ 
tion, as a philanthropist, but lie w ill not he re­ 
membered as a statesman. His policy w ill soften 
tbe fibres of character, weaken the resistent 
powers of men, and finally turn government 
into a thoughtless benevolence and the gov­ 
ern- I into helpless dependents upon his bounty. 
This theory and method would have built tlie 
Temple of Liberty entirely ot mortar, without 
buttress or brace or pilaster, and would have left 
us without the occasion for such fine illustra­ 
tions of manly strength of character as we are 
about to consider. 
The peculiar virtue of t ur Government then 
is, that it makes him greatest who. under great­ 
est temptation, is most obedient to the law, and 
it calls into constant activity t hat independence 
which self-tenters men aud makes them the 
protectors of the Government rather thau sup­ 
pliants for its protection. 
Studied from each of these base lines, we are 
here to honor the memory of a Californian who 
was by tbe one standatd great, and by the other 
an example of American self-reliance. In the 
presence of her law makers and Governor and 
the honorable Justices of ner Supreme Court, 
this commonwealth offtrs heartielt and affec­ 
tionate honors to tbe memory of W ashiigton 
Bartlett, her great aud steadfastcitiz.cn. 
His lineage is illustrious, for it furnished a 
signer to the Declaration of Indtqiendence, one 
of that good company of filty-six patriots upon 
who-e heads a pr.ee was set because thev loved 
their country, and of whom it may he said th it 
in public liie and private station they held 
themselves above price to the end. And the 
keenest research among their descendants is 
said to show that ro t one of them has ever been 
guilty of an act of turpitude or dishonor. An­ 
cient Empires claimed miraculous origin, or a 
foundation laid in some exceptional circum­ 
stance of human force. Let it be the ever afflu­ 
ent source of our patriotic pride that this naiiou 
took its rise under the hands of these men, in 
whom purity of character was such a master 
quality that its prepotency is manifested in the 
transmission of tbeir traits across more titan a 
century of time and trial. 
This family furnished patriots to establisn the 
principles of the Declaration, and a Governor 
to one of the Colonies which first took up arms 
iu its defense, and this son ot that line of sires 
had the rare felicity to begin his life at a time 
that enriched the memories of his childhood 
with the stories of that tempest and convulsion 
in which the Revolution was accomplished and 
freedom was established throughout the land. 
When he was a child the stars in our galaxy of 
Revolutionary woithies were one by one pass­ 
ing away to shine in the firmament eternal. 
While be was at his mother's side, Jefferson and 
Adams went hand in hand from a world in 
which they had made a shelter for the rights of 
man. And when he was a lad, already invested 
with the staid and solid traits that foretold an 
honorable future, Charles Carroll, the lari of the 
signers of tbe Declaration, passed from the pre­ 
sence of his countrymen iuto that of his God. 
The men who began their lives in that time of 
patriotic inspiration are no longer numerous. 
To them the characters of the Revolution were 
fiesh and blood. To us they are already ideal­ 
ized. and if we encounter a venerable citizen, 
surviving beyond life's alloted limit, who may 
have stood face to face with Washington or Jef- 
iersou, we regard him almost with that awe 
with which primitive people look upon one who 
is believed to have had a supernatural experi­ 
ence. 
Amongst tbe causes of excellence in that 
charac ter which we have suspended public and 
private business to study, was this early contact 
with the motives and the men and the tradi­ 
tions of the Revolution. This experience is de­ 
nied to us of later generations, but we may 
iransmit its unqueuched illumination to light 
the future welkin by such commemorative aud 
memorial honors as we are here to render. 
Wa hington Bartlett, following the intellect­ 
ual habit of bis ancestors, and with that spirit 
of independence ana self-reliance which came 
down to him irom the Iforitan founders of his 
family, early devised ways of self-support. In 
those days lads were educated sooner and may 
be sounder thau now. and were ready for active 
life at the age at which many in the present 
d»y are preparing to matriculate in college. 
Adams and Jefferson were out of school at d 
deep iu affairs lie'ore they were bearded, and 
Calhoun entered Yale in 1802 and graduated 
with all the college honors in 18 -4, with the 
flush of boyhood on his cheek. 8o, we find 
young Bartlett pushing his fortunes in Florida, 
at the head of a newspaper and elected the ¡list 
State Printer of that S ate upon its admission to 
the Union, iu 1845, before he had reached the 
age of .2. He seems to have insiinctivelv grown 
with pcriect harmony of development toward 
both law and journalism. The former he knew 
in iu philosophy, as the science of human life, 
and he had so mastered the amazing detail of 
iu application to alfairs as to prove a fact upon 
which I have often insis;ed—that a knowledge 
of the c apital principles of law is an invaluable 
equipment for a man cither tn public or private 
business. It makes better business men by 
equipping them for protection ot their own 
nghu, and no man is so respectful of the rights 
of others as he who knows aud guards his own 
Again, it makes better lawyers, ior such ques­ 
tions as couie to the Courts are refined aud ready 
for scientific te t, and do aot rcqu re the treat 
mont m at must tie given to issues generated in 
hopeless ignorance. 
In journalism, he belonged to a school of 
writers a m workers that made the press a po­ 
tent public edueator. The newspaper now ei her 
abdicates or atases its educating function, it 
has become the town gossiper. The tattle ofthe 
tea table and tbe toilets displayed in the foyer 
are the most innocent parts of its material. Let 
us hope that this condition is s passing fashion, 
and that the rage for news, so great that It 
demands invention, just as a depraved appetite 
is quenched for tbe time by adulterated drink, 
may. like other manias, spend its force, ami 
presa aud patrons come to agree fla t invented 
news u sot news at all. Then we may find 
zgnuj jd Journalism men who have a message, t 


who are thrilled by-convictions, who are teach­ 
ers. 
- 
\Vhi n the lame of California, the new Ophir. 
became a pillar of fire by night and a pillar of 
cloud by day. guiding tbe world’s spirit of ad­ 
venture. Florida ceased to charm the young 
journalist, and shipping the materia! fora prim ­ 
ing office to Charleston for transhipm ent there 
to Nan Francisco, he soon followed, landing 
here in 1549. He was a part of thaj wonderful 
migration, the like of which will not be seen 
again. 
Across the plains, over the Isthmus, 
and around the H6rn they came. They were 
empire builders. 1 hey came through risk aud 
danger. Savage tribes disputed their passage, 
iaid tribute upon them, and made their march 
a skirmish, from the Missouri to the Nai ramcnto. 
On the Isthmus, where the tropic earth sweats 
death, the fever lurked in ambush, and with its 
infernal hand held many a gallant heart 
until its struggles were over. 
By sea, the chol 
era, swift-sailing pirate, flew its black flag and 
boarded ships freighted to ll eir limit with 
hum an life, to turu them into charnel houses. 
Still the marching columns came and every 
man a hero. 1 remember bow the flower of the 
pioneers who had eonquested my native i un­ 
tie r, caught the contagiou of adventure, and 
setting their faces westward marched iuto the 
afternoon, while our strained eyes followed 
their retreating shadows, and the night received 
them, and when morning shone again, the 
world was lonesome. Theirs was higli courage. 
They battled against the forces of nature; they 
withstood all that can appal the heart anil 
make the flesh confess its weakness, and the 
conquest they made is our inheritance. It tics 
around us in the vineyards that purple iu their 
season, the orchaids and the far reaching globe. 
It is iu the homes ot California under whose 
rose clad lintels the kiss of wifely love an aits 
the home coming of the men who have wrought 
quiet for:uue out of the Land of Promise, 
sought aud saved by the pioneers through ad­ 
ventures and sacrifices which gild their names 
with honor imperishable. 
lie was one of that band of picked men, and 
at once went io the front. His newspaper deait 
with the dynamics, the fortune-yielding forces 
ot the new land. With the judgment of a vet­ 
eran, and the zeal of a neophyte, he began 
quest into the resources and advantages ol the 
btate which was finally to acknowledge ids 
headship. Commerce, agriculture, and mining 
were the favorite themes upon which 
he 
wrought with vivid descriptive force, while be 
brought his instinctive taste for the law to bear 
in couniel concerning the necessary civic foun­ 
dations of the State's polity. He knew perfectly 
the ethics of journalism. They were to him a 
code of honor, and during this part of his career 
he kept them like a stainless escutcheon, with 
no bar sinister. For ten years he confined his 
exertions to his newspaper work. During that 
time the great fires, which Iaid Nan Francisco in 
ashes, twice destroyed his property ; but his per­ 
severance passed ail difficulties, aud his gains 
iu that decade were the beginning of his modest 
fortune. During that period the people of San 
Francisco diseove ed that the 
government 
which most affected them was that which was 
nearest to them, aud when its inefficiency, or 
indifference, or lack cf organic strength 'had 
permitted intolerable evils they recalled its 
trusteeship and perlectel and purified its m eth­ 
ods by enlisting the whole civic body in the 
administration of justice. These events greatly 
increased the resi>ousibiUty and importance of 
the local offices, and to the most powerful oi 
these Mr Bartlett was chosen in ISM. He had 
stood wi'h the people in kindling the refining 
fires of reform, and had guarded them against 
becoming a con flag ration to destroy what they 
were only intended to purify 
In doing his part 
be had manifested the m ilitant spirit ot a war­ 
rior. In his action one gets an enchanting 
glimpse of the fires still burning in him widen 
had been kindled in the eouI of his R volution 
a-y ancestor, who preferred to offer bisn ckto 
the sword of a headsman rather than to the 
yoke of a tyrant. 
When the people took him from his desk to he 
Clerk of the metropolitan county, they were 
merely continuing the durating' processes by 
which they had twice cleansed their local gov­ 
ernment. 
But they robbed journali in di a 
knightly devotee, though they gained to public 
life a great example. 
His subsequent seivice in the State Senate, 
aud his unceasing efforts to keep the State and 
municipal statutes strong for public defense and 
for the fostering of the great materialities oi 
California, and at tiie same time free from the 
impingement of schemes to advance private 
ends at the general expense, are mailers of 
common knowledge. They made up that fault­ 
less personal record upon which lie was twice 
elected Mayor of Nan Francisco. The city, once 
infeiior to many in our holders, bet w hose fu­ 
ture primacy he foresaw aud foretold in her 
weakness, iu her strength called him with the 
voice of command, aud he guided her enlaiged 
and enlarging destiny through a perild critical 
and crucial iu many ways. 
After his election to the Governorship, the 
Presidcutof the United States asked hit the 
reason of a result which amounted to a revolu­ 
tion in the politics of the Ntatc. i ske ehed 
briefly the incidents of his service as Mayor, It 
was a story ol public credit restored; of disoi- 
dered finance steadied and straightened; of re­ 
sumption of the discharge oi current cost of 
government by the use ot current revenue, and 
the payment of past deficits without the future 
burden of a bonded debt. As I told it, the Presi­ 
dent’s fine face, which is cast in that ou’liue 
which the Greeks gave to their heroes in whom 
they idealized power, and purpose, and purity 
was aflame with vivid interest, and Ids c >m- 
meut was expressive oi the conviction that, in 
men who can do such things in executive oi- 
fice, we have the salt of our institutions, whose 
savor is tlicir preserv live principle. 
Before this service had ended, the suffrage 
of his party offered him to the people for Gov­ 
ernor of tne State. Isa y the suffrage of his 
parly, as distinct from the pan isa n mechan is in 
which secures results against the drift, or op­ 
posed to the expressed preference, of public 
opinion. An observer of political events must 
concede that, after all, parties in this country, 
in a majority ior instance, seek out the men of 
m eiit and make his fortunes tne object oi their 
care. If a young man should ask me what are 
the four cardinal pointsof the political compass, 
by which he intends to steer his wav to public 
honors, notwithstanding some cases which are 
quoted to prove tbe opposite, I should tell him 
that the first cardinal point is, fidelity to the 
people: and that the second is, fidelity to the 
people; that the third is, fidelity to the "people; 
and the fourth is, fidelity to the peonle. Not 
running with the masses when they chase 
chim eras; but faithful devotion to the few and 
simple principles upon which alone popular 
government cau be long administered. 
The contest which followed this nomination 
is memorable. Opposed to him was one of our 
foremost citizens, a pioneer, a man of conspic­ 
uous talents and stainless honor. As the strug­ 
gle progressed, it attracted national attention. 
New England, mindful ot this descendant of 
her cany defenders, who had in his veins the 
blood ot the Revolutionary Governor of one of 
her fetales, viewed the combat front afar with 
strained attention to its incident". Tbe South, 
where his father sleeps, aud his life began, 
joined the audience which faced toward Cal­ 
ifornia. Here the emergencies ot the battle 
called from long retirement tbe eloquent Booth, 
who had himself been Governor and Senator, 
aud now stood aga'nst destiny, but with that 
forbearance in speech which cannot be too 
often illustrated upon the stump. The banner 
of Bartlett was gallantly advanced by White 
and a score of young men. 
In that dignined competition I was thrown 
into very int mate association with him whose 
death has put upon me this heavy duty. It was 
at a time iu which a man's genuine character is 
visible to the keen observer, in lights that are 
not possible under other circumstances. He 
• was of a retiring, almost shy, disposition, re­ 
served in manner, and innocent of those arts 
which make what we call in politics "a good 
mixer.” He had no tricks of speech or manner 
by which to catch the popular eve or fancy. In 
friendly or cultured association "he always sus­ 
tained himself. He surprised me not only by 
the ex'eut, but by the exactness ol his knowl­ 
edge. As 1 knew him better 1 saw In him that 
which goes for evidence of genius: he would 
state a principle, and leave those to whom it 
was novel to argue their way up to it. During 
his candidacy he made but few speeches, but 
tbey were models of statem ent Indeed, he was 
better able thau any public man I have known 
to illustrate the difference between statement 
aud oratory. He was a master of statement. To 
oratory he made no pretentions. Yet I never 
witnessed results more satisfactory wrought 
Ufion popular audiences than followed his 
speeches. - They seemed to refresh the intelli­ 
gence to which they were addressed. Their 
meaning was always clear; and 1 am sure that 
younger men who spieak iu public would have 
a pear, of great price if they would always com­ 
mand tbe piower to make their meaning clear 
which ought to be the only object ot public 
speaking. 
At the end he was chosen to te Chief of the 
State: to control the affairs of a territory larger 
than Great Britain or Prussia. 
Nearly two score years hud passed since lie 
came, in the flush and prime of his youth, an 
immigrant to the land that now bestowed upon 
him the highest civic honor ia tbe gift of its 
people. 
W hile iu the office of Mayor he had found, as 
he said on exchanging it for the larger trust, 
that under the polity of that city the Mayor had 
responsibilities in excess of his piower of efficient 
action 
I have often reflected ttpxm how much 
is covered by ihat simple statement ot a grave 
organic defect. But at last he had reached ex­ 
ecutive functions that were up to the measure 
of his matured piowersand ripie experience. He 
entered a trusteeship iu which rt sionsibility 
and freedom of actiou and fullness of power 
were concurrent. He succeeded able men, for 
California has been nicely discriminating in 
her choice of Governors. 
But it is a peculiarity 
of our form of government that its affaijs never 
reach the angle of repose, if they did, there 
would lie a relaxation of that eternal vigilance 
which is the price ot liberty. But that relaxa­ 
tion is never permitted, aud so, no matter how 
successfui an administration, i: does not leave 
behind it a circle ot finalities, of balanced 
books and concluded controversies, leaving the 
Nuite like a clock wound up and warranted to 
tun, needing only winding again at stated 
perioas. 
Again, in some respects Governor Bartlett had 
an equipment which gave him a keener vision 
than is often the gift of men who reach that 
station. He had been a close student of gov­ 
ernment. His suggestions as he introduced his 
successor, th^present able Mayor of San Fran­ 
cisco, prove that he had threaded patiently 
through the labyrinth of thut municipal gov­ 
ernment. He had observed its composite struct­ 
ure, one office overlapping another, or two 
offices that should have contact, non-confluent. 
He knew how difficult this condition makes 
economical and efficient government. He was 
an expert executive, in fine, to whom office was 
not a prize. It was a position. A call to public 
duty impressed him just as w-ouid a summons 
to private duty. It meant work. HU inaugural 
address stated the great laws of piublic fiuanee 
in the smallest compass. He notified all those 
standing at the outlets of the treasure that the 
toilers, who supply the inlets by taxiitioD. had 
riglros w hich he proposed should be care,! for, 
‘‘because extravagance iu 
public 
business 


places unnecessary burdens on 
the people 
which impairs their ability to bear hv lessen- 
ing tbe value, of their propeiiy.” An axiom 
which ! take from him and commend to all who 
hear me. 
But alas, for the futurity of human hopes: 
The head stores up wisdom, the heart viitue, 
aud the man takes on the strength of many ex­ 
periences. 
But the years which add 13 his 
mind invade the strength of his body. The 
God of bouuds has set a iimit to life, aud while 
some reach it in infancy, and others in age, and 
each man soothes himself with the delusion 
that ail are mortal but hiflfeali'. all iliai ate. 
reach it. 
Bodily weakness began to prey upon the peo­ 
ple’s elect. He was a man o! stalwart make. 
There was in him a suggestion ot the granite of 
New Hampshire, where his forefathers were 
horn, and of the live oak of the South, w htre he 
was born. But age and toil, aud the early vicis­ 
situdes of his pioneer exi>erience foreclosed 
upon him. You know the painful days he 
passed iu this Capitol participating with the 
last legislature in earing for the public Ínteres!. 
You know his patient examination of every 
measure, his free nse ot the veto, and trank out­ 
giving of reasons for it, when he differed with 
this body upon the expediency or constitution­ 
ality of any proposition. 
With the close of the session he sought relief 
in relaxation, but too late. Not many look as 
steadily as he at the horizou of life when it no 
forger recedes upon approach. 
For reasons that a chivalrous delicacv se­ 
cluded frem the public, he had lived a celibate 
life, but therefore let no one fouey that he had 
lived a recluse, with none of those experiences 
which soften and emhelish existence. To his 
sick-room came the young relatives, the voting 
nephews and niece", who had enjoyed h'is al­ 
most paternal care, aud repaid it with most af­ 
fectionate attentions. I will speak no further 
of these last scenes in their phases not connec­ 
ted with the public. They reveal brotherly at 
feetion aud lraternal sorrow which belong to 
the sad and inevitable incidents of mortality, 
aud which iu this degree oi iuteusitv tell the 
story of ties of brotherhood beginning with life 
and sweetened by the flight of time. 
But of his anxiety to be strong tbab he might 
resume his public duties I may speak. He la­ 
mented hisdisabil.ty because it- withdrew him 
to a degree front the hard labors he had planned. 
His official routine was attended to. No cur­ 
rent business of the Governor’s office suffered 
during his protracted illness. But the duties 
outside of routine that he desired to take up 
must wait, and this caused whatever of ixnpaii- 
ance shadowed the serenity of those last weeks 
of his life. At last eatne the fata! stroke. The 
Lerves snapped under long sustained tension, 
and tiie brain survived the'body. Who can for­ 
get the calmnc s and courage with which he 
submitted to the ■manifest will of Heaven.' llis 
methodical business habits kept his private 
allairs in order, and they needed no attention. 
He devoted himself to providing against con­ 
fusion in public business. Dictating a dispatch 
to his successor, he provided against iucouveu- 
ience to the State In the event of a period of 
unconsciousness supervening upon paralysis, 
and then calmly awaited the change. 
So 1 have sketched, far less skillfully than the 
subject merits, a career that deservessmdv as 
an upright example. 
Human experiences, the victories aud defe*t«. 
the joys and sorrows of life convene near its 
close, and joins, sometimes, iu asking: “ ¡siite 
worth living?” 
But the question is answered 
by an older question, which is now and shall be 
world witltou end, the sum aud verdict of all 
humanity, which, standing at the veil between 
the two worlds, lovingly foigets the vexatious 
and remembers the virtues of life, and asks ■ "If 
a man die shall he live again 
The faithlul soul is not disquieted bv either 
query. 
If Governor Bartlett, in 
his" public 
speeches, illustrated the difference b-.tween 
statement arid oratory, he yet more clearly, in 
his hours of personal confidence, Illustrated the 
difference between faith and credulity. Faith 
sustained him in the supreme hou-, and lighted 
him on the pathway ineffable. 
His life, which began as the first g ro u p of 
American patriots were passing away, spanned 
that period in our history in which principles of 
government, for ages held iu solution, and at 
last crystallized in our Constitution, were con­ 
creting in institutional form. He did his part 
in that period without ostentation but with 
power, as assigned to him bv circumstances 
and his career closed in close’association with 
the rages and soldiers who, like him, had done 
their hart in a time of ferment anil formation, 
out of which issued absolute hom ogeD ity of our 
institutions—Federal and domestic: His death 
was in a period made memorable by the lo:s of 
Grant and Hancock, of McClellan "and Logan, 
of Tilden Seymour and Hendricks; a company- 
to which he was kiudred;in qualities and serv­ 
ice, and cne in which California proudly and 
fondly and tenderly leaves lvim. 
Others will sit in the place of power. The 
authority, accepted by him as a laborious re­ 
sponsibility, will be clinched at ofteu as the 
prize oi ambition. The great State that held 
so Urge-a place in his affection will go forward 
to the imperial future which his fancy pictured, 
when her untamed beauty was heroith dower. 
The procession of pioneers on the hither side of 
the valley of shadows will shorten as that on 
the farther verge grows longer, until all Lave 
passed over, and that grim emblem of conquest, 
the bear flag, ír given to the winds as a memory- 
only. Time and change will leave their tracery 
on all that 1s, but no mutation shall give to dull 
forgetfulness the public virtues and the private 
graces of the first Governor of California who 
passed from office to immortality.

The Assembly Committee on Yosemite Valiev 
aud Mariposa Big Trees held a meeting la-t 
night and listened to further testiuv nv cm the 
charges made by C. D. Robinson agaiust the 
management of Yosemite vailev bv theCommis- 
siouers. The e were p estnt Chairman Rundel! 
aud Messrs Tulloch, Gardner. Hcak and Tully 
Ben C. Truman, Secretare- ofthe Commission, 
was the first witness called, 
¡he twenty-two 
charges wfrich he was . sked to give testimony 
eoncet ning were as follows, 
1. Squandering anil misapplying appropria­ 
tions and public moneys. 
2. Forcible breaking "and entering of private 
property. 
3. Wanton destruction of public and private 
property. 
4. Cutting and destroying timber in the valley. 
5. Burning shrubbery, clearing and plowing 
up meadows, and allowing per.-ons to do the 
same for their private gain, thereby doing 
irreparable damage to the natural beauties of 
the valley. 
6. Fencing and farming out public land for 
the benefit of private individuals. 
7. Refusing to investigate or consider charges 
of gross neglect aud incompetence, and de­ 
struction of property preterrcd against Guardian 
Dennhon. 
8. Connivance with persons endeavoring to 
s-.curc all business privileges in Yosemite val­ 
ley, aud to evict other residents, ar.d debar the 
general public from just sn d lig al use of the 
valley. 
9. Neglect to prosecute persons for disfiguring 
and destroying natural features of the valley, in 
oreu defiance ot law. 
10. Holding annual meetings with 
closed 
dcors, in defiance of law. 
11. Allowing contractors for the Stoneman 
House to cut aud mill timber withiu the limits 
of the gratt. 
32. Open defi&uce of laws prohibiting the 
granting of exclusive privileges. 
13. Reduction of rentals, to the prejudice of 
the State’s income. 
14. Making illegal and arbitrary contracts with 
laborers, aud withholding their wages. 
15. Refusal to recognize their own contracts, 
and to pay balances due ou the same. 
16. Suppressing and w ithholding from citizens 
facts concerning the acceptance ot theNtoneman 
House by the Board, and illegally leasing the 
hotel. 
17. Cutting wood on the grant and selling it 
to residents of the valley, thereby destroying 
the natural park timber, in defiance of titeir 
own rules and regulations, and in violation of 
law. 
18. Official sanction and approval of a return 
to the vicious toll system of former years, abol­ 
ished with great difficulty and at considerable 
expense by tbe Legislature. 
19. Eviction ot law abiding and useful fami­ 
lies in aid of monopoly enterprises, thereby 
destroying the district school of 5 osemite.

22. General failure and incompetence ot the 
Board to properly manage the Yosemite valley 
for the interest of the State of California, in ac­ 
cordance with the conditions imposed bv the 
United States, for the comfort and convenience 
of visitors from abroad, or for the welfare of 
residents in the valley. 
Major Truman answered these charges as fol­ 
lows :

Toe 
roads and trails were in exeePent condition dur 
iog the past year, and new roads and new 
bridges were built, so that there an* beautiful 
drives ail over and around the valley, and a 
majority oi visitors now go to Mirror I.ake ou 
foot, and a great manv to and from Vernal 
Palls. 
21. Have never heard of stub a thing, and In 
lieve the change to tie flippant, tneudteicusand 
fslse. 
22. This charge is so absolutely ur true, harsh, 
u.ijnst and contempt hie. that I disdain to an­ 
swer it. hut will leave it to the wisdom of the 
tommittee. after Hie taking of all the testimony, 
aud their weighing well aud fairly the charac 
ter, intelligence and g.iod intentions oi the gen­ 
tlemen who compose the Board aud the general 
animus of their accusers. There is one tiring 
absolutely certain: You will find the Commis­ 
sion a body oi honest men and strictly dead ou 
the square: slid if, ou the other hand, you prove 
us to he incapable,: ncompctent or letble-minde \ 
you can report us as a set of damued fools. 
Speaking for myself alone, this is my first ar­ 
raignm ent upou the charge ot imbecility and 
dishouesty; but as the record of my public life 
has been hitherto free from censure, and as I 
have occupied some very prominent jiositious 
in the gift of the General Government, I will 
respectfully throw myself upon the unbiased 
judgment of the investigating committee, aud 
graciously take my chances with my accusers. 
In answer to otner questions bv Mr. Tully and 
members of the committee, Mr. Truman ex­ 
plained tully the details of the m anagement of 
the valley. He said that during the past year 
he visited Niagara Falis and tbe Yellowstone 
Park, and remained at the latter place for some 
time, and found that the prices charged for 
everything w ere higher than at the Ym-emite. 
There had been but one complaiut to the Com­ 
missioners this year out of 3,n ü visitors. 
The examination of the witness was tedious 
in the extreme, not a point being brought out 
show irg any mismanagement by the Commis­ 
sioners. C. D Robinson was permitted to cross­ 
es amine the witness and asked his opinion as 
to the wisdom of building certain trails 
He 
replied that he was too fair minded to furos 
judgment on the actions of eight honorable 
men. 
Mr. Tul’och wanted to know why they gave 
leases to the men who built roads into the val­ 
ley aud refused them to artists .’ Witness re­ 
plied the artists were a pretty tough set of cus­ 
tomers the world over, aud the Commissioners 
found it necessary to keep them iu check. They 
were a hard crowd to get along w iih. 
At the close of Mr. Truman's testimony the 
committee adjourned, to meet at the call of the 
Ch«ir.

T rag ic D eath of a N otorious fe m a le O u t­ 
law of th e S outhw est. 
F ort Sm it h (Ark.), February 6th.—At E ufatila, 
Indian Territory, Sunday night, Belle S to rr was 
shot and killed. No particulars o f the affair are 
known. 
Belle was a notorious womsn. and was ouee 
the wife of Cole Younger, of the Younger gang 
Afterward she married Sam Storr, who was shut 
down by iter side two years ago. Then she m ar­ 
ried Jim Storr, his cousin. 
Belle was the most desperate woman that 
ever figured on the borders. She married Cole 
Younger directly after the war, but left him and 
joined a band of outlaws that operated in the 
Indian Territory. She had been arrested fot 
m urder and robbery a score of times, hut always 
managed to escape. 
The death o! this notorious woman closes a 
remarkable and very interesting career, prob 
ably Dot equaled in romance by that ol any 
other woman. Her whole life has bren spent 
with a despeiate and lawless class of men, and 
her own prowess as a crack shot and desperate 
woman has beeu for some years the talk ot the 
entire Southwest, where mi st of her life has 
been spent. 
Rumor connects her a ith the famous James 
and Yc.unger gangs in Missouri and with vari­ 
ous later day notorious outlaws. F'or several 
years she has lived iu the Natiou, and has been 
in F'ort Smith ou business and as a witness in 
the United States Court. After the dt aril of her 
Husband, Cole Young r, she married Sam Storr, 
and lived with him in the C'hoi taw Nation. 
With her husband she was in Fort Smith about 
three yea s ago, and tiie two left for home in 
tr.e cveniug, but on tbe way him e Storr wa- 
kil'ed. They stopped at a dance across the river, 
where he met an old enemy named West, Storr 
pulled a pistol and shot West through the g:oin, 
but tn his death throes West managed to pnlt 
his pistol aud shoot Storr, both dying about the 
same time. Belle iva" in another room at the 
time, and upon hearing the shooting took two 
Eistols, one in each hand, and went out to do 
er share of the killing, tint when she arrived 
both men were dead. 
Soon afterwards she 
married the late husband's cousin, James Storr, 
a tall, well formed Iudian. w ith long hair fall­ 
ing c,ver hi^shou ders. He wa- iu town when 
the telegram announcing her death was received. 
There w r s bad bio d in his eye when he heard 
the news, and without delay b« saddled his 
horse, provided himsell with a quart of whisky 
aud struck out on a run ler home, saying that 
somebody was going to suffer. 
telle itorr figured in the United States Couit 
of this city on several occasions, and was once 
sent to the Penitentiary for selling whi-ky in 
the Nation. Dressed iu men s clothe', mounted 
on spirited horses and armed with a brace of 
formidable p s:ols, she has raided, caroused and 
participated in every form of outlawry prevalent 
in the Nation. 
She rode at a rapid pace and with grace that 
knew no equal, shot with great skill, and w th 
all was a well-educated aud accomplished 
woman. 
Many citizens of Fort Smith have beard her 
play on the piano in this city. She has one 
daughter, named Pearl, by Younger—a beauti­ 
ful girl, possessing her mother's fire and father s 
reckless criminality. 
Belle Storr was known duriDg the war as Belle 
Boye, the celebrated Confederate spy, whose 
career was so full of adventure. She was born 
iu Marlinsburg, cow in West Virginia, iu 1846, 
and lived there until 1S61 
Her ¡aiher was a 
merehtmt ar.d her mother a handsome womaD 
of good family. The girl’s associations and edu­ 
cation were excellent *

California. They boldiy argue that Cali­ 
fornians send hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually to the Louisiana lottery 
swindle, and that Nevada can just as well 
catch that drift as not. 
California is 
interested deeply in the defeat of this in­ 
famous scheme, for if it is not defeated, 
this State will he Hooded with tbe Nevada 
lottery advertisements and their ticket 
peddlers will swarm in every town and city 
of this State. 
It would he an insult to the intelligence 
of ordinarily - informed people to enter 
upon argument to prove the evil of lottery 
gambling. The world knows it to he the 
most debasing form of gaming, to afford 
the greatest opportunities for swindling, in 
fact most State lotteries are robbing games, 
and all take more of percentage for the game 
than they give of winnings to the tieket- 
bolders. They are the mills that next to 
whisky grind out most of poverty, idleness 
and woe. 
They are the foes of industry 
and the enemies of honest thrift. 
One of the protests against the Nevada 
snap game has these pathetic passages: 
For a hundred years the English nation de­ 
rived pan of its revenues lrom lotteries, but for 
the last century such means have been ' taboo" 
among all economists worthy the name. Even 
the Larin races have outgrown the folly. They 
have been proven by ages of experience to be 
conducive to bad morals. Vice, idleness ciime 
and poverty are their natural products ' 
The argument that money spent in su<h 
lollies would be better kept at home, applies 
equally well to every *late iu the Union. Why 
does not California start a lottery' '■ Twenty 
dollars, perhaps a hundred, goes out of Califor- 
n*a to every oue out of Nevada, and yet there is 
no proposition to start a loltery there. 
It is treely prophesised that if the bars ar> 
once taken down no power the people can avail 
themselves of will ever put them up again, if 
Ibis thing has the strength to compel the calling 
of a spyeial election on a week’s notice, in mid­ 
winter, to enable its starters to launch it, it is 
hard to say what it cannot do when once it is 
fairly under way. It will be the most veritable 
o d man ol the sea that the people of Nevada 
ever got upon their back. No man hostile to it 
can ever hype to rise in this i-tale, and with the 
floating element in its politics Nevada can uever 
get shut ol it, no matter what outrages it 
may commit or what disgrace it mav put upon 
her name. She is not iu the best tdor now 
among the people of the older States, and this 
will put a cudgel into the bauds of her enemies. 
Upon the decision of this matter rest the most 
serious comsid-rations affecting the future o! the 
State and the fortunes of generations yet un­ 
born. If they are willing to be the victims of 
such a job lot them remain indifferent on elec­ 
tion day and they will have no occasion foflnd 
fault with the efficiency of the machinery or 
with the promptness and thoroughness of its 
operations. If. however, they give this cheeky 
proposition the answer it deserves it will be no­ 
tice to the world that Nevada is living in the 
nineteenth century. That she is up with the 
times and is cultivating a better civilization 
than that of a hundred years ago. ’1 hat her 
people proprse to build s State, not on games of 
chance or the practires of the harlot and 
sharper, but upon honest industry and an intel­ 
ligent development df nature’s bounties 
Such 
an answer would elevate her in the eyes of the 
nation and would be an invitation to her elder

liAiLROAI) SHOPS. 
Extensive Im provem ents on Ihe Grounds 
nuil Shops. 
A large force of men are engaged in er­ 
ecting new shops, and making changes in 
the old ones, at the Southern Pacific rail­ 
way works in this city. 
The fioor of the passenger depot in front 
of the dining-room and offices, in fact 
along the entire south side of the track 
within the depot, has been laid in cement. 
The beautiful grove of eucalyptus and 
locust trees just north of the depot is being 
cut down, and three lines of tracks will be 
run over the ground where they now stand. 
The trees grew on made ground and they 
were pulled out by the roots by hitching 
to them, by means of a five-inch hawser, 
one of the heavy twelve-wheeled yard en­ 
gines. The ecualyptus trees pull out quite 
easy, although some of them are eighteen 
inches in diameter, and over sixty leet in 
height. The locust trees have heavier and 
longer roots and are not so easily taken ont 
The ice-house, lamp and passenger car 
supply shop and the coal-bunkers have 
Kiso been moved north some sixty feel to 
allow for the laying of Ihe additional 
track. 
, The new boiler shop is now ready for oc- 
cnpancy, and a large foice was engaged.yes­ 
terday upon new work. 
A large transfer table is being put down 
between the new machine and repair shops, 
where the former boiler shop stood, which 
will have a score or more tracks upon it, 
enabling the workmen to handle locomo­ 
tives with ihe greatest ease and shift them 
at will to any part of the adjoining shops.

A V iticultural M eeting and U auqnetW ith 
Exclusively California W ines. 
In response to an invitation ct the Pres­ 
ident of the State Viticultural Commission, 
Charles A. Wetmore, extended especially 
to the members of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the Assembly, a meeting was 
held last evening in the large private din­ 
ing-room of the Restaurant de France, 
which proved an agreeable demonstration 
of the high attainment of viticultural 
enterprise in California. The object of the 
meeting was to show in a practical manner 
the great results that are being achieved in 
experimental vintages of the highest grades 
under the direction of tbe Slate Commis­ 
sion, and incidentally to discuss the im­ 
portance of continuing the support of this 
institution with ample appropriations. 
Among the vine-growers present were C. 
A. Wetmore, of Livermore valley. President 
ot the Commission: John L Baird, of 
Irviugtcn, member of the Board of Regents 
of the State University, and H. M. La Rue, 
whose vineyards are in Yolo and Napa 
counties. Of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee there were present Assemblymen 
Shanahan, of Shasta, and Coombs of 
Nap.». 
The other seats at tbe table were 
filled bv Attorney-General Johnson, Sec­ 
retary of Slate Hendricks, State Control­ 
ler Dunn, State Treasurer Herold, rep­ 
resentatives of the press and others. 
The dinner was served in an elegant 
manner, and full opportunity was given to 
show that with care and intelligence this 
State can, if the efforts of the Commission 
are fully seconded by private enterprise on 
a latge.- scale than has heretofore been 
tried iit the past, furnish not only a great 
abundance of the ordinary wholesome 
table wines, but also the tare wines, such 
as the celebrated Rhenish. Sauterne, Bor 
deaux, Burgundies, Champagnes and Cog­ 
nacs, prized by epicures everywhere. For 
several years the State Commission has 
been producing, collecting and preserving 
from grafted vines of the highest European 
types small experimental vintages, which 
are now mostly ready for the bottle and fit 
for the critical examination of connois­ 
seurs. A collection from these samples of 
the State has already been forwarded to be 
exhibited by the Agricultural Department 
at Washington at tbe Paris Exposition, and 
another will be ready to go in charge of 
the State Comrilissioners. It is canfidently 
expected that these exhibits will attract 
much attention in Paris and be the means 
of bringing large accessions of capital, now 
much needed in developing our trade and 
in further improving our vineyards. 
Although it has been conceded that Cal­ 
ifornia is a successful producer ot ordinary 
sound stocks of merchantable wines, critical 
merchants and connoisseurs have persisted 
in believing that we could never equal the 
higher grades of wines which command 
high prices and a world's market. The 
State Commission proposes to dispel all 
skeptical opinions of the sort and to place 
California as the peer, if not the superior, 
among all wine-producing countries. Al­ 
though the samples now ready in the Com­ 
mission's cellar are yet rather young and 
have not had time to develop in bottle ali 
these characteristic qualities, yet the show­ 
ing made last evening was sufficient to con­ 
vince all that the day of our promised com­ 
plete success is not far distant. W hat the 
Commission has shown to be possible has 
already brought excellent results, and quite 
considerable areas of vineyards are being 
devoted especially to the production of ihe 
rarest and most costly vintages. 
Through the sgeccy of the Permanent 
Exhibit, now opened in San Francisco, the 
first small stocks of the choicest goods are 
being made known to tbé public, and their 
success is proved by Ihe daily attendance of 
the most iastidious men of San Francisco 
in the cafe which is leased to a first-class 
restaurateur upon condition that only the 
California wines on exhibit shall be sold. 
The practical value of this work is shown 
also by the frequent visits of Eastern mer­ 
chants who have heretofore doubted ^ur 
great possibilities. 
Kate Field has undertaken for the Com­ 
mission to arouse in Eastern cities the in­ 
terest of the fashionable circles in Califor­ 
nia vintages, ami to break down the popu­ 
lar prejudices in favor of foreign brands, 
which up to the present time have forced 
jobbers, who buy from our wholesale 
dealers our best wines at low prices, ruinous 
to producers, to place them before the pub­ 
lic under foreign labels. As soon as it is 
fashionable to use our best goods under 
California labels, our producers will partic­ 
ipate in the great profits of the retailer. 
This mission has been so much noticed 
and criticised by the Eastern press, and 
Miss Field has been ¡so severely discussed, 
that hundreds ot thousands of people who 
never knew anything of California wir.es 
as presentable at iastidious tables, are now 
receiving their first impressions, and are 
being excitetl by curiosity to inquire for 
California good^. 
This work, sanctioned by the State Gov 
ernment, is vastly important at this titne 
when there are grave ieats of over-produc­ 
tion and consequent depreciation of land 
vaiues throughout the State. Our vine­ 
yards are now capable of producing, in a 
favorable year, at least 30,000,000 gallons of 
wine; but grow ers have been much discour­ 
aged by low prices' and the almost insur­ 
mountable obstacle of popular prejudice 
which restricts their markets and makes 
their li b’e enterprises unprofitable. The 
efforts of the Commission receive the cor­ 
dial support of at least 150,000 people of 
the State directly connected in one way or 
another with the industry, and who are 
struggling not only for their own existence, 
but also to rnrich the owners of many 
millions of acres of land which will fall in 
value if it should be proved that the in­ 
dustry is financially a failure and not to 
be extended over greater areas. 
The Viticultural Commission, the result 
of whose labors was shown at last even­ 
ing's mePliDg, is composed of nine gentle­ 
men, each of whom is skilled in the work 
of the Commission, and represents the fore­ 
most class of our citizens ; men who work 
untiringly and without pay for the welfare 
of the viticultural interests of the S(ate. 
Mr. Wetmore last evening explained in­ 
formally much of the working and pur­ 
poses ot the Commission, anti spoke of the 
greater organization of vine-growers and the 
need of continued legislation to still further 
stimulate the work of this industry. 
The following is the section of the Act 
approved February 20,1885, which enlarged 
the powers of the Commission, and under 
which the permanent exhibit in San Fran­ 
cisco at.d Kate Field’s mission are created ; 
Section 1. The Board of State Viticultura' 
Commissioner! shall, in addition to its duties 
already prescribed by law, adopt such measures 
as may be within its power, and in accordance 
w.th its best judgment, to advance the skill and 
increase the technical knowledge of citizens of 
this State who are engaged in viticulture and 
viniculture, by providing practical instruction 
to those requiring the same; also, to assist pro­ 
ducers iu finding profitable markets for their 
t 
iroducls, by c-xlenuing commercial and popular 
mowledge of the same throughout the Tinted 
States and foreign countries by means of public 
addresses, circulars, printed documents and 
personal efforts of duly authorized representa­ 
tives and lecturers of the said Board; and also 
to promote the general welfare of the people by 
distributing ana disseminating information and 
scientific instruction concerning the rational 
uses and the dangers of abuses ol fermented and 
alcoholi j drinks, as well as also the methods of 
detecting and avoiding adulterations and spurt 
ous com;* muds.

A telegram was received from Coloma 
yesterday, stating that the statue of James 
W. Marshall, the discoverer of gold, was 
placed on top of the granite monument at 
5:30 p. m. It is a grand and imposing mon­ 
ument, viewed from any part of the valley, 
and will be a lasting credit and honor to 
the Slate. The monument will be unveiled 
on Saturday, March 21 at 1 r. m., with 
grand and imposing ceremonies, partici­ 
pated in by State officials, members of the 
Legislature and delegations from the vari­ 
ous Pioneer associations and Native Sons 
organizations throughout the State. Sen­ 
ator A. F. Jones of Butte will be the orator 
of the day, and an oration will also be de­ 
livered by P. S. I.awson, the President of 
the Sacramento Association of California 
Pioneers. 
Coloma occupies one of tbe prettiest val­ 
leys in the foothills of the Sierras, through 
which Hows tbe South Fork of the Ameri­ 
can river, at this point a broad, clear aud 
rippling stream, where Marshall made his 
important discovery iu 1818. Coloma, be­ 
sides being famous for this memorable dis­ 
covery, has ever been noted for the excel­ 
lent quality of her fruit, for her beautiful 
homes and open-hearted and generous hos­ 
pitality of her people, many of whom have 
lived there over forty years. There are so 
many historic associations connected with 
the unveiling of this memorial statue that 
hundreds of people will be present from 
all portions of the State. An excursion 
train will be run from this city to Piacer- 
ville. at half rates, for the accommodation 
of all who desire to attend.

New B edford, February 6th.—Another in­ 
sult to the American flag is reported, ttislim e 
by the Portuguese, 
The information has just 
reached this place, although the incident oc­ 
curred 011 October 3,1688. The whaling vessel 
Mary Frazer, of tdgerton, lauded members of 
her crew at Caldinas Pico, whe-c their families 
were, the sailors being natives. 
AVhile ashore 
Captain Lapham was asked how much tobacco 
he had ou board the bark. He stated that he 
had 12 boxes, containing 100 pounds. The bark 
was (in the high seas. 'Ihe Captain returned to 
his vessel and cruised about, awaiting the re­ 
turn of his men from the island. 
The Portuguese appeared, and an armed crew 
boarded the Mary Frazer, Tha Captain entered 
ft protest against the action of the Portuguese, 
aud declared his vessel outside the jurisdiction 
of the man-of-war, pointing to the flying Ameri­ 
can flag. The Portuguese gave no reply, but 
searched the vessel, only to find that the Cap­ 
tain told tne truth about the tobacco. The 
Portuguese gunboat At or seized 
the 
Mary 
Frazer, however, m anner her with armed men 
and towed her into the harbor of Fayal. 
I.apham has been practically a prisoner of 
war ever since. For several days he was con­ 
fined aboard, and then he was allowed to go 
ashore. 
The place of seizure was off the Azores, ten 
miles irorn Pi core. Attempts made to settle the 
m atter with a Justice failed, and appeals to the 
officials at Lisbon were sought by the United 
States Consul without avail. Permission to ap­ 
peal has only teen granted on a deposit of 
57,000. The Consul-General let the local officials 
take possession of the bark, aud will seek re­ 
dress through the Government. He represents 
that he had, at last accounts, the Americans 
still on the i-laud. 
AVhen the Captain was put ashore 8400 secur­ 
ity was demanded to insure his appearuuce 
when wanted, and in default he was placed 
under guard. The vessel was lined 8200 because 
the Customs official alleged that the Captain 
gave a false manifest. Outrageous civil pro 
Ctedings resulted, the Captain being fined $300 
because of his alleged illega 1 sale of tobacco.

E. Kelsey, Captain J. AVheolton, Jr., arrived at 
this poy to day from AA’ilmiugton, X. u., haring 
on board the second mate, John Christmas, and 
two seamen, the sole survivors of the crew of 
the schooner Alice R. Chester, hailing from New 
A’ork, which had become disabled during a gale 
encountered ou her trip from Charleston to Bar­ 
ron Island with pliospliatt s, and struck on the 
outer edge of Diamond Reef, fifteen miles from 
Cape Hatteras, on January 26th. 
Captain Ingereoll, of the Chester, first mate 
mate AYelis, the cook aud two searneu were 
drowned. The survivors were 47 hours lashed 
to the s.ump ot the mizzen-mast before discov­ 
ered by Captain AVhealton of the schooner Kel­ 
sey. Their rescue was accomplished wilh great 
difficulty. 
A CHICKEN-HEARTED “ LIFE-SAVEll." 
Twenty-four hours before they were rescued 
they sighted a life-boat putting out from the 
shore toward them, but it returned without 
coming ut ur. 
Captain Daly of the Life-saving station claims 
that lie put out toward the wreck, but seeing no 
signs of life on board returned, not caring to 
risk his boat and crew for nothing 
Daly has 
since resigned, however. 
A SINGULAR COINCIDENCE 
In connection with this story is the fact that 
it was discovered to day that at the very time 
when Captain ingersoll was spending his last 
moments lashed to the rigging of his vessel his 
wife was dying of consumption at Woodmunk- 
ville, N. J.
